EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 2, line 2, change "includes cobalt, nickel, titanium, tantalum, 
tungsten, molybdenum, silver, gold, iron and/or chromium" to --selected from the 
groups consist of cobalt, nickel, titanium, tantalum, tungsten, molybdenum, silver, 
gold, iron and chromium."--; 

Claim 3, line 2, change "includes silicon, germanium, phosphorus, arsenic 
and/or antimony" to -selected from the groups consist of silicon, germanium, 
phosphorus, arsenic and antimony." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11, 14-19 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record does not teach or render obvious, a semiconductor 
device with combinations of elements as set forth in the claims, either singularly 
or in combination at least the limitation of "forming, on a substrate of the circuit, 
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of which a part is composed of absorbing material, a portion made of a sacrificial 
material coming into contact with one face of the part of the substrate composed 
of absorbing material;" "heating the circuit in order to create a volume 
substantially empty of material by absorption of the sacrificial material into the 
part of the substrate composed of absorbing material, wherein the sacrificial 
material has a melting point in excess of 900°C and wherein the sacrificial 
material is chosen so as not to cause any material alteration of parts of the circuit 
in contact with the portion of sacrificial material prior to the heating."
